The railway physicians refuse 
to 
operate unless proper authority 
is 
given and 
if this . is obtained the 
operation 
will likely 
be performed 
tonight. 


’It is stated that 
every minute's 
delay lessens 
his chances of living 
and that the only way to save his 
life is to 
amputate. 
The 
railway 
doctors want the permission to op­ 
erate for future 
protection against 
any possible damage suits. 
The accident 
occurred one week 
ago yesterday. 
The mother was 
so 
greatly 
improved 
that 
it 
was 
thought best to move her. It is plan­ 
ned to take the little hoy’s left foot 
off just above the ankle. 
•If the mother gets well, it will be 
nothing 
short of remarkable, 
be­ 
cause physicians 
did 
not hold out 
any hope for her ecovery. 
She lay 
in a comatose state for twelve hours 
after the accident and then for two 
or three days 
afterw ards 
did not 
arouse from the stupor only occas­ 
ionally. 
Although the boy’s 
injuries did 
not appear to he as serious because 
lie was not unconscious, physicians 
said at the lirst 
that it would take 
months for him to mend and that he 
would be a cripple 
for life 
even 
though blood poisoning 
did not de­ 
velop and 
make amputation neces­ 
sary,

Washington, Sept. 5.—With 
the 
allied diplomats in Washington pro­ 
testing against a retaliatory legisla­ 
tion already enacted by congress to 
offset the British black list, the sen­ 
ate today struck two more blows. 
1 lie first act today was passage 
of Senator Thomas’ amendment to 
the revenue 
hill empowering 
the 
president to retaliate 
against any 
belligerent ship 
that 
discriminates 
against 
any 
American 
commerce 
ship. 


1 he second was adoption of Sen­ 
ator Phelan's 
amendment 
to 
the 
same measure refusing the rights of 
the I nited States mails or the faci­ 
lities of any'Interstate express com­ 
pany or of any wireless, telegraph 
or cable company to the citizens of 
belligerent countries which discrim­ 
inate against Americans. 
Both amendments 
explicitly em­ 
power 
the 
President to take the 
steps, ‘‘whenever, 
during existence 
of a war in which the United States 
is not engaged, 
the president shall 
he satisfied there 
is a 
reasonable 
ground to believe” belligerents have 
denied all lawful rights to all Am­ 
erican citizens . 
Violations of both proposed laws 
are punishable by fines of $10,000 
or two years imprisonment or both. 
Both 
admittedly 
are 
retaliatory 
measures.

ARE SHORT OF PAPER ANYWAY 


( By United Press.) 
Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 5.—One 
half of 
the smaller daily newspa­ 
pers in Indiana 
would 
go 
to two 
>ages within two weeks if the rail­ 
road strike had b een called. 
This 
prediction 
was made to the United 
Press today b y an up-state pub lish­ 
er in <a city of 15,000, 
who said he 
vnew the white 
paper 
situation in 
cities the size of his and smaller. 
“If the 
strike 
continued 
much 
more than two 
weeks, 
the dailies 
would have to reduce the size of the 
one sheet, printing news on one side 
and advertising 
on the other,’’ 
he 
said. 
“The papers might come to 
b e mere handb ills, following the ex­ 
pedient adopted 
b v Paris newspa­ 
pers after the war b roke out.” 
“I have enough paper on hand to 
supply ine for 
two 
weeks 
at the 
present outgo,” he said. “It would b e 
impossib le to get white paper dur­ 
ing a strike. 
If it 
appeared 
that 
congress wouldn't b e ab le 
to stop 
the strike, I would have reduced my 
paper at once from eight pages 
to 
two pages, with advertising on one 
side and news on the other. I would 
increase advertising rates temporar­ 
ily, exetpt 
where I have contracts. 
By these expedients
